As a reply to the expose in last 
week’s Ledger ot the official action in 
the case of VV. H. Lester, and also of 
the charge ot non-collection of liceuses 
from the Morrell show company last 
mouth, U. S. Gregory, as sbreiff and 
license collector has issued a circular, 
and scattered the same broadcast over 
the county. 
We quote the circu lar iu 
lull, so far as the explanation of these 
tiausactious is co u c ern ed : 
in the L ester cattle stealing case — 
the burden of tho L edger’s soug—one 
of A Hen’s cattle was butchered in El 
Dorado county and as the owner ot 
the cow lives in Amador county and 
helps to pay my salary, aud feaiing 
the rascal might escape before the El 
Dorado sb e n lf could reacb tbe scene, 
1 went over iuto El Dorado county 
anU arrested 
the thief. 
A fter his 
arrest,¿1 discovered that pa rt of the 
beef hud been brought into Amador 
county and sold. 
The law provides 
that where a theft has been com m itted 
iu one county and any p art ot tbe 
stoleu prope: t y has been brought into 
a u o tte r county aud disposed o ‘, Lhe 
olfeuse is triab le in either county. 
Tbe man begged to be given a chance 
to plead g uiity iu this county, p ro ­ 
bably knowing 
the feeling against 
cattle thieves iu El Dorado, and fear­ 
ing a more severe sentence th ere ; out 
of mercy tor the poor unfoitunale 
fellow, Í consented. 
The d istrict 
attorney and superior judge knew all 
tbe ciruum?tauc6S in connection with 
the matter, aud the man was giveu a 
fair aud legal trial and sent to San 
Q uentin, where he paid the penalty 
for his crim e aud is now at large. 
The ed itor of the 
Ledger 
knows 
perfectly well th at the right^of habeas 
corpus is still in vogue, an*d if there 
was any irregularity the 
couvicted 
man could have availed himself of his 
rights aud have been released fiorn 
piisou at any time. 
The editor of the 
Ledger 
adm its that 
the man who 
wrote the letter in connection with 
the case is an ca tire stranger to him, 
and still is willing to besmirch the 
character of a public otlicer on such 
testimony. 
1 could 
have iniorm ed 
him that the fellow is an irrespons­ 
ible, wortbLess vagabond, it be bad 
takeu tbe pains to ask me, and 1 do 
□ ot th in k th at a n ; honorable, upright 
man would charge 
an oilicer with 
wrong-doing upon such inform ation 
from such a source. 
As to the charge that no license was 
collected from the Morrell Show Com ­ 
pany, it is a most unjustifiable m is­ 
statem ent. 
The 
company 
did not 
leave the county 
un til tbe 4th ot 
O ctober and settled with me at that 
time. 
Had the editor of tbe Ledger 
beeu fair and 
honorable be would 
have ascertained the tru th by coming 
to my ollice and seeing the stub for 
the license which was paid after my 
settlem ent which was made on the 1st 
of October, and which will he paid 
into the county treasury iu my next 
qu arterly settlem ent. 
The fact that 
since my assum ption ot tbe duties ot 
license colleotor th at I have collected 
and paid into the treasury of Amador 
county more than double as much as 
aDy other license collector ever did 
in a like period of time, should bo a 
complete answer 
to this malicious 
falsehood. 
U. S. GREGORY. 
We give place to the above, notjat 
the request of Mr Gregory, but of our 
own free motiou, aud for the purpose 
of showing the hollowness of tbe e x ­ 
planation. 
It is nut explanation at 
ail; indeed, it brings iuto stronger 
reiiet if possible, the damaging facts 
ot the L ester case, as set forth in tho 
Ledger Just week by our correspond­ 
ent. 
L et it be adm itted that the Jaw 
provides th a t where personal prupeity 
is stolen lLi one c o u u tj, and a fte r­ 
wards removed, in whole or iu part 
into another couuty, the case may be 
tried in either couuty. 
Mr Gregory 
says that he discovered thut p ait of 
the ‘beef was 
brought into Amador 
county and sold. 
That tact is not 
alleged in the com plaint, nor is it 
pioveu or stated in any maunei iu tbe 
records ot the cate. 
Why was this 
laot kept in the background? 
Who 
bought the stolen property? W’hy was 
he, too, not prosecuted as a party to 
ttie crim inal transaction? 
¡Section 496 
of the peuul code leads: 
Every person who for his own gaio, 
r to prevent the uwuer from again 
po - .''log nit- property, buys or re­ 
ceive? any personal property, knowing 
the tam e to lisve beeu stolen, is puu- 
lthabie by im prisonm ent iu the state 
prison nut exceeding live years, nr in 
the oounty jail 
nut exceeding six 
uinuths. 
Now, one of tbe m am points in our 
correspondent’s letter was that, the 
railroading of Lester to stale piisou 
in the uncerm ouious fashion adopted, 
was the means of allowing an accom ­ 
plice iu crim e iu Amador couuty to 
go unpunished. 
Not a syllable is 
vouchsafed iu 
veutillutiou 
of this 
vital point. 
Row came it that the 
one iu Amador county was not molest­ 
ed, but the El Dorado man yanked 
into Amador county, aud sent to state 
prison at a 2.40 gait. 
“ The mau 
begged to be given a cbance to plead 
guilty in this c o u n ty ,” and. so com ­ 
passion came to the rescue of the 
poor u n fo rtu nate , and he got two 
years for a crime w ithout any e x ­ 
tenuating circum stances that we can 
see, the punishm ent 
tor which 
is 
tram one to ten years, 
i t is adm itted 
that he would probably have got a 
much heavier sentence iu El Dorado 
couuty. 
That is the way tbe 
cattle­ 
men of Amador county, who help to 
pay the sheritf’s salary, are p ro tec t­ 
ed, aud .why the E l Dorado au th o ri­ 
ties were not al'owed to atteud to 
tbo case. 
The cu lp rit gets alm ost a 
minim um 
of punisbm eut, 
aud the 
cost and odium of a crime that p ro ­ 
perly belungs to El Dorado, ate thrown 
upon A mador county. 
But again, tbe recoid shows th at U. 
8. Uiegory was the only witness iu 
this rem arkable case 
lie made the 
com plaint, he took the stand, aud the 
man was held to answer on bis bare 
testimony. 
He was at least thirty 
miles away from the scene of tbe 
crime. 
What evidence—other than 
hearsay—could he give touching the 
essential facts constituting,the crim e; 
each as the actual killing, the ow ner­ 
ship of the cow.

Tbe depth indicatior for torpedo 
boats designed by Harold Yarrow, the 
British shipbuilder, 
depends upon 
the fact th at a vessel’s bow rises as 
shallow water is approaobed. 
Tbe 
apparatus consists of a base, with 
fixed level and an adjusting screw, 
and two uprights carrying a series of 
six adjustable 
sp irit 
levels. 
Tbe 
levels are giveD inclinations corres­ 
ponding 
to 
different 
speeds 
and 
depths as shown by experim ent. 
"The 
first level beiDg set for an inclination 
of 1>¿ iucbes in 20 feet, for instance, 
the passage ot tbe bubble across tbe 
level when tbe boat’9 speed is 16 knots 
would Indicate a depth of 30 feet, 
and tbe other levels would respond 
to shallower water. 
As the water is 
usually calm in fog, tbe indicator 
would be available when most needed. 
Tbe form ation ot virgin soil from 
the rock is supposed to have taken 
thousands of years, and this may be 
true when tbe source of tbe material 
bos been ledges and boulders. 
To 
determ ine 
how 
quickly pulverized 
rock can support plant life is the 
object of tbe experim ents now in p ro ­ 
gress at Washington. 
If water r e ­ 
leases tbe potash of ground feldspar

noticed by sailing vessels thau by 
steamers, and tbat a disturbance like 
tbe passage of another vessel or a 
sudden change of speed may break up 
i be resistance. 
Hay fever has been proven to be a 
form of polleD poisoning, 
and 114 
plants—including 
wheat, 
rye 
and 
other grains—are nosy knpwn to have 
toxio pollen. 
Tbe toxins, which vary 
greatly, cau be used lor producing 
antitoxins. 
L ate experience bas beeu 
tbat a m ixture of sugar and antitoxin 
from one -of the principal pollens 
generally cures hay tever and confers 
a certain im m unity, 222 cases having 
been treated with success in 127, im ­ 
provement in 71, aDd failure in 24. 
Reinforced cement is now the favor­ 
ite material with British builders ot 
large oblmueys. 
One already com ­ 
pleted iu L ondon is 250 feet high 
with a base 20 feet square, aDd a pro­ 
jected one at Nortbfleet will be 247 
feet bigb and 8>¿ feet in diam eter, 
with a foundation 18 feet square.

commoD, corresponding to a

cf 160 to ¡120 feet. 
Heights of ever 
35 feet are rare. 
The shoit waves are 
relatively higher thau the long ones, 
and a wave 160 feet long is commonly 
from 8 to 16 feet high. 
The use of food preservatives is 
reported 
by Dr. 
A. E. 
Harris, an 
English health officer, to be increas­ 
ing to an alarm ing extent. 
Tbe n u m ­ 
ber of substances used is m ultiplying, 
and now includes alum , alcohol, a m ­ 
monium acetate, boric acid and its 


compounds, carbon dioxide, oopper 
salts, creosote, fiuoriDe compounds, 
formic acid, formaldehyde, hydrogen 
peroxide, oxygen, phroiigneous acid, 
saccharin, salicylic acid, salt, salt­ 
peter, sodium earbonate, sugar, s u l­ 
phite of sodium and calcium , and 
sulphuric acid. 
These go in to fruits, 
vegetables, fish, meats, m ilk, butter, 
drinks, 
sauces, pastry, and alm ost 
every kind of f jod.

R o l l i n s o n n B a r r e l. 
The public iu general and life savers 
in particular should be w arned of the 
danger and folly of rolling on a bar­ 
rel the bodies of apparently drowned 
persons'. 
This process lias never yet 
helped to resuscitate, though it has 
undoubtedly killed many, half drown­ 
ed persons. 
The Idea that It “pumps 
out” 
the 
water 
Is 
entirely 
falla­ 
cious. Iu the first place,, no water 
enters the lung? of a drowned man 
till ho Ua3 beeu absolutely dead for 
many hours. In the second, tbe re­ 
moval of w ater from the stomach is 
quite a secondary consideration com­ 
pared with the importance of re-estab­ 
lishing tho action of heart and lungs, 
and rolling a body on a barrel is about 
the surest way of preventing both 
heart and luugi from resuming their 
normal functions. Artificial expansion 
and contraction of the chest by alter­ 
nately stretching the arm s above the 
head and compressing the chest with 
them Is the correct first: aid to the ap­ 
parently drowned, but never can roll­ 
ing on a barrel be anything but dele­ 
terious.—New York Times.

Several case3 of making and circulat­ 
ing counterfeit coin have been heard 
a t the central criminal court during 
the last few days, and at tbe conclusion 
of one of the cases the foreman of the 
jury asked the authorities if they would 
take a suggestion from twelve business 
men who during the year had tb deal 
with considerable sums in silver coin. 
There was, he said, a most simple test 
for the detection of base coin. 
It was 
to sharply cut the milled edge of a good 
coin against the milled edge of the 
suspected coin. 
If spurious the metal 
would almost immediately begin to 
shave off. 
After making a personal test 
the common sergeant said he quite 
agreed with the suggestion of the jury 
as to the usefulness of the test and 
said it ought to be made known.—Lon­ 
don Queen.

N othing during the course of the 
whole Cuban im broglio 
bas created 
more interest and discnssioD than the 
publication by the state departm ent 
ot the correspondence between presi­ 
den t Palm a and consul general Stein- 
b ait eaiiy in Septem ber 
over the 
prospect of A m eiican intervention. 
The correspondence shows th at PaimB, 
even at tbat early stage of the game 
was ready to throw np his hands and 
adm it the im possibility of keeping 
order in Cuba w ithout the assistance 
of the U nited States. 
The reply of 
pres-ideDt Roosevelt through the state 
departm ent tb at intervention would 
only be attem pted by .this government 
as a last resort shows how closely the 
adm inistration stayed to the letter 
and sp irit of the P la tt amendment. 
The correspondence also shows that 
president 
Palma lacked 
fortitude, 
nerve, and was ready to desert tbe 
ship 
long before this country was 
convinced th at he liad exhausted all 
methods of either compromising with 
the rebels or p u ttin g them down by 
force. 
Now that the 
U nited States has 
stepped in, little doubt is expressed 
at the state departm ent that a satis­ 
factory arrangem ent will b9 reached. 
1'be best class of Cubuns realize tbat 
this governm ent is a true friend to 
the republic and while in all 
p ro ­ 
bability, th e ptepondeience of Cuban 
seDtimeot would 
be for im mediate 
anuexatioD, the adm inistration has 
made it plain tb at Cuba m ust make 
another trail, 
and if possible, es­ 
tablish her own governm ent on a p er­ 
m anent and safe basis. 
The selecton of governor Magoon 
of Panama as the tem poiary governor 
of Cuba was reached only at tbe last 
moment, and is said to be because of 
his 
fam iliarity 
with

reached d uring his term. 
Governor 
Magoon will oiersee tbe preparations 
for the coming election in the island, 
and there is no question tb at they 
w(ll be held under strict supervision 
suoh as will preclude the possibility 
of fruud and satisfy both factions of 
the Caban public tb at they are being 
given a square deal from 
the top of 
the pack. 


It is stated at the departm ent of 
justice th a t the delay in filing the 
suits against tbe Standard Oil Com ­ 
pany is due prim arily to the Cuban 
crisis, the president not being w ill­ 
ing to act iu the absence of secretary 
Taft, in whose judgm ent as a lawyer 
he has great confidence. 
If is known, 
however, thqt everything is in rea d i­ 
ness lor tbe filing of tbe suits as soon 
as tbe plan of legal cam paign has r e ­ 
ceived the approval of the president. 
It is not yet known whether the 
prosecution rg iin s t the S tandard Oil 
Company,, will be 
of a civil or a 
crim iual nature. 
It is believed that 
there is ample material tor a orim inal 
prosecution should 
suoh be d eter­ 
mined on, 
This is not the only 
m atter ot wide spread public im po rt­ 
ance that is waiting tbe action offtbe 
departm ent of justice. 
The attorneys 
tor the departm ent, tvfio investigated 
the Ann Arbor lea 'Trust ease, are all 
ready to report, and it is understood 
th at they have made . out a strong 
case against both the railroads and 
tbe ice combine. 


The departm ent ¡3 also busy pass­ 
ing on a great num ber of oomplaints 
as to alleged violations of tbe eight 
hour labor law. 
These are coming in 
from all points, and iu view of the 
sweeping nature of the p resid e n t’s 
recent order, it is probable tb a t they 
will ail be fougbt to a finish, and a 
finish can have bnt one result, tbe 
conviction of the defendants. 
Speaking of eight -hour laws, tbe 
post office departm ent is confronted 
with the sama trouble in respect to 
city letter oarrlers, but more especial­ 
ly on a com plaint ju st received from 
tbe railw ay m ail clerks. 
The letter 
carriers in alm ost all cities ot the 
country are a hard worked body of 
men, and while in many cases their 
actual working hours are lim ited to 
eight hours a day, they are practical­ 
ly on duty for oiuch longer than toat. 
Tours of collection and delivery may 
each cover a compartively sh ort time, 
but tb3 intervals during winch they 
are supposed to be off du ty are fre­ 
quently too short to allow them even 
to rétarn from tbe post office to their 
homes so th at they are practically 
continuously on duty for much more 
than the eight hours prescribed by 
law. 


The case of the railway mail clerks 
Is evon n oro serious because many 
of tbeir runs are considerably over 
eight hours and it is manifestly im ­ 
possible for them to q u it a train iu 
mid-career 
before 
tb eir 
route 
is 
finished. 
The post office departm ent 
has not yet given any decisiou in the 
case of the railway mail clerks, but 
it ¡9 believed tbat some compromise 
will have to be reached whereby a 
clerk will be given credit for all tbe 
time over eight hoars consumed in a

The year 1906 is not included, for 
tbe reason that tbe incorporation of 
Jackson bas diverted a large propor­ 
tion of tbe license revenue from the 
county treasury. It would not afford 
any criterion of judgment between 
tbe present and tbe past offioial term. 
So in the tabulated statement wo 
have a difference of $2017 in favor of 
tbe Norman administration. 
That is 
over $670 per year. 
Certainly this 
showing looks well tor the present 
official. If Gregory beat all previous 
records in license business, T. K. 
Norman has thrown him hopelessly iu 
the shade. No one will -contend that 
tbe increased revenue of $670 per yeat 
was owing to an increase in tbe num­ 
ber of business places subject to 
license. 
It was simply tuat the re­ 
publican officer was more zealous iu 
his work of getting in the licenses. 
We are unable to give a sufficient 
reason for this sudden jump iu the 
license collections, following immedi­ 
ately after a change in the office of 
license collector. Une poiGt we have 
looked up in regard to theatre licenses 
issued and sold during tbe years 1902 
and 1903, the first named being tbe 
last year under the Gregory admin­ 
istration, and tne last named year 
being tbe first under tbe Norman 
term. 
We find that in 1902. there 
were issued 11 theatre licenses at $10 
each, and 14 at $2.50. 
In tbe same 
year there were returned 4 $10 
licenses BDd two $2.50 as unsold. 
From this it follows that 8 $10 
licenses, amounting to $80, aDd 12 
$2.50, amounting to $30 were paid 
into tbe county treasury; a total of 
$110 from this source of income dur­ 
ing the year.

Turning to the first year of Nor­ 
man’s term—1903—we find the ac­ 
count stands as follows:

$2 50, or $62.50, 8S the net balance in 
favor of 1903. 
Tbese are the facts 
from tbe records.

History Recalled. 
We republish on our first page an 
article taken from tbe Ledger cf Octo­ 
ber 31, 1902— tbe last issue before the 
general election of tbat year. 
In 
tbis article is included the material 
points oí tbe defeuse cf U. S. Gre­ 
gory, under bis own signature, wbicb 
was written and circulated broadcast 
over tbe county, purporting to be en 
explanation and refutation cf state­ 
ments made iu a previous issue ot tbe 
Ledger, relating to tbe prosecution 
and conviction of one W. II. Lester, 
on a charge of cattle stealing, and 
also a statement tbat certain weekly 
theater licenses due from the Morrell 
Show Company bad not Leen includ 
ed in tbe settlement ot tbe license 
collector made in Octobor, 1902. As 
tar as tbe Lester case is concerned, 
tbe article needs no further comment 
at onr bands. Tbe faet9 admitted, 
and those taken from tbe official 
records, wbicb are indisputable, speak 
for themselves, illustrating, as they 
do, the methods Iu vogue in those, 
days in criminal proceedings, they 
appeal powerfully to the voters of 
Amador iu tbis election. 
Rome of 
those concerned in this cross lot pro­ 
cess of sending men to the penitentiary 
are seeking the suffrages of the voters. 
And it is this fart that gives vitality 
to, and justifies the resurrection uf 
this peculiar case. The question that 
presents itself now is, Do thp people 
of Amador county want to return to 
such modes of procedure!1 
Will they 
vote for men for high office who ex­ 
ercised tbeir authority in the manner 
described therein, and defended such 
action by the so-called explanation 
vouchsafed? 
Now in regard to tbe statement ttiat. 
tbe theatre licenses would be collect­ 
ed and turned in witb the iioensc col­ 
lector's next quarterly statement. The 
next quarterly settlement and tbe last 
one made in Mr Gregory's term, was 
made in January 1903. We have made 
an effort to vetity that statement by 
records of the tax collector's office, 
but have failed. The collector is sup­ 
posed to keep a license book in which 
tbe name of every person subject to 
license is enlpped, tbe date of pay­ 
ment, the amount paid, the kind of 
license 
and the 
terra 
included. 
Sheriff Norman, during his iucum- 
dency, has kept such a record book. 
Every license issued by him is a 
matter of permanent record in bis 
office. There is a book showing these 
facts nnder the former regime up to 
1896. 
But we could find nothing to 
show the details of the license busi 
ness covering a period from 1896 uDtil 
1903. 
Those in the sheriff office say 
they found no such record on assum­ 
ing office. It a book of tbis kind was 
kept, they have never seen it. 
Fail 
ing to find sucb a record, wo en­ 
deavored to bunt up tbe license col 
lector's statement for the particular 
quarter in question, 
This also we 
could not find. 
in his explanation, 
the ex-license collector saytf we might 
have ascertained the fact of payment 
from the stub of tbe license book. The 
law requires tbat wben a license book 
is exhausted, tbe stubs shall be re­ 
turned to the audjtpr. 
These stubs 
should show to whom licenses were 
sold. 
it seems, however, tbat tbese 
stub books are stored away in ibe 
basement of tbe ball of records. 
Lack 0? room is a bar to their being 
kept in tbe office proper. 
We have 
not tried to dig up the ¡information 
from this pile of old relics and dig 
carded documents, and hence we have 
to leave tbe subject shrouded in dark­ 
ness. 
In conclusion, we may say 
that it seems to as a funny and un­ 
desirable state of affairs that no record 
evidence js pprcpbtable, showing the 
names of license payers of such com­ 
paratively reoent times.

and V. Matson, 
uominee for the assembly, were the 
speaking attractions. 
Bonfires blazed 
on the street, the baud discoursed 
music, cud a large paper bell was 
suspended in front cf the hall, the 
emblem of democracy. 
But all failed 
to awaken 
any 
enthusiasm. 
The 
street was thronged with people, and 
the hall was well filled, two thirds at 
least being ladies. 
R. C. Bole was selected as chairman 
and 
after 
making a few 
remarks 
introduced Mr Matson of Angels, as 
the first speaker. 
Re acknowleaged 
that he was not cut out'to do much 
in the talking role. 
Re said he was 
a native 
son, 
born 
iu Calaveras 
county, was a poor man, had been 
owner ot oue of tbe richest mines in 
Angels, but had to give it up being 
without capital to work it. 
Re want­ 
ed tbem to remember him on election 
day by 
overlooking 
bis opponent, 
Geo. F. Snyder, and stamping the 
cross opposite tbe name of Matson. 
F. W. Taft was next introduced. 
Re told tbe audience tbat he came 
trom Del Norte, and was going to 
congress. 
Re was born in tbe stale, 
was a lawyer by profession. 
Re was 
in favor ot 
Rio 
extension of the 
Cbiuese exclusion law, so as to in­ 
clude the Japanese and Coreans. 
Re 
also favored tbe nomination ot all 
candidates by direct 
primary, and 
thereby do away v. itb the evils cf 
convention manipulation by political 
bosses. 
Re spoke iu favor of tbe 
initiative and referendum. 
This pluu 
had worked satisfactorily in othet 
states, and there was no reason why it 
should not work equally satisfactory 
here. 
The objection tbat he, belong­ 
ing to the minority party, could not 
do much for tbe district if elected, 
was met by referring to what other 
representaives had accomplished. 
He 
mentioned T. J. Geary, the author 
of tbe Chinese exclusion law, A. 
Camiuetti, the author ot the mining 
lebris law, M. DeVries and Theodore 
Bell. 
He promised to look carefully 
after the mining .interests. 
Re was 
versed in miuiug laws; his oppouent 
Mr Eugiebrigbbt was a mining sur­ 
veyor by profession. 
lie hoped the 
voters would elect Eoglebrigbt to stay 
at home and do tbe mining surveying, 
and elect him (THft) to congress tc 
look alter 
the framing ot mining 
laws for the first district. 
Mr Taft 
is a fluent speaker, not au orator ol 
tbo magnetic order, 
llis speech was 
attentively listened to throughout, 
although there wns very little cheer 
ing or applause. 
Indeed, the meeting 
all through was lacking in enthusi­ 
asm. 
it was a decidedly dismal affair, 
and the 
wretched 
inadequacy 
ul 
the lighting facilities of t he hall made 
the gloomy feeling more pronounced. 
A. Camiuetti, was the last speaker. 
Re gave au outliDe ot Ite proposed 
changes in the law (hat he would ad­ 
vocate if elected state senator. 
Ru 
wanted to impress ' upon the voters 
that it was vitally important at this 
time to have some one to look after 
tbe miuiug interests of this district 
The reclamation schemes now proposed 
threatened to interfere not only with 
hydraulic mining, but with quartz 
mining as well. 
He proposed changes 
iu the school laws’so as to throw the 
entire cost of high schools upou the 
state treasury,, the same as the com­ 
mon schools. 
Re thought if tbe com 
amp schools and the state universities 
were supported bv tbe-peopie general­ 
ly. why should not the high _sohocls 
be placed upon tbe same footing. 
Re 
believed iu a reform of the revenue 
system. 
Ih e big money making cor 
potation should be made to pay a 
larger proportion of the burdeu ot 
government, and the small property 
holders should be relieved. 
Re made 
a novel proposition to meet the scru­ 
ples of republicans on the matter 
of tho election of a United States 
Seuator. 
Re promised, if elected, to 
east his vote for a federal senator tor 
whoever might te named by the elec­ 
tors of this district. 
A vote mjght be 
taken on tbat subject at tbo general 
electiou preceding the senatorial con­ 
test, by urraugiug a separate and in­ 
formal ballot at each preoinc-t, where 
every voter might express his choice. 
Whoever received the highest number 
of 
votes, 
whether 
republican 
or 
democrat, wculd command his vote 
for that high positiou. 
This proposi­
